Skylab 3 launch successful 


CAPE CANAVERAL (U PI) 
Three rookie astronauts rocketed 
smoothly into orbit today on the 
final flight in America s ambitious 
space station project, a holiday-time 
voyage that could last a record three 
months. 
Skylab 3 commander Gerald P. 
Carr, 
physicist 
Edward 
G. 
Gibson and pilot William R Pogue, 


on the nation’s last scheduled space 
voyage until 1975, raced toward a 
late afternoon rendezvous with the 
orbiting lab. 


“ Good smooth ride, Houston,” 
Carr reported as the astronauts’ 
Apollo command ship soared into a 
95-mile-high orbit at 9:11 a m. EST. 
“ This is really great.” 


The Saturn IB rocket, plagued by 
structural cracks and a fuel tank 
problem during the last weeks of 
checkout, 
worked 
flawlessly 
Launch director Walter Kapryan 
admitted he was “ scared to death’’ 
when 
the space machine went 
through the period of maximum 
aerodynamic stresses but he said all 
studies showed the rocket would 


work as well as it did. 
The astronauts’ Apollo, packed 
with extra food, film and repair 
gear, pulled away from the spent 
second stage of the Saturn 25 
minutes after launch and Carr 
reported 
the

How Lompoc will help in crisis

National and local proposals for permanent daylight 
saving time would reduce the amount of electricity used 
in the City of Lompoc by as much as 3V2 per cent 
annually, Councilman Sol Lefkowitz said today. 


The estimate is based on figures developed by Norm 
Asbridge, weather branch official at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. Lefkowitz said he recruited Asbridge for the 
project after city planning commissioner James Flegge 
made the permanent daylight saving time proposal at 
the recent League of California Cities meeting, in San 
Francisco. 


Congress is presently considering proposals to make 
daylight saving time the law of the land to meet a 
critical energy crisis. 
Permanent daylight saving time would save about 
4,000 barrels of oil a year in the City of Lompoc, 
Lefkowitz said, based on sunrise and sunset equations 
developed by Asbridge. The saving 
small, but 
multiplied by similar savings in each city and 


community in the state, would help ease the drain on the 
nation’s energy resources. 
The proposal would also save money for the 
homeowner, Lefkowitz said, based on the fact that under 
permanent daylight saving time, the housewife would be 
cooking the family meal during daylight hours, thus 
reducing the peak load demand for electricity. Under 
the present system of standard time alternated with 
daylight saving the family meal at night is cooked, more 
often 
than 
not, 
after daylight 
has 
waned 
and 
homeowners and business operators generally have 
turned on their lights. 
The City of Lompoc buys electric power from the 
Pacific Gas and Electric, which produces the power by 
burning oil. 
Daylight saving 
time would save the average 
homeowner about 311 hours of electricity a year, 
Lefkowitz said. That’s 311 hours when lights now being 
used would not have to be turned on. 
“ The name, ‘Daylight Saving Time’ means the 
conservation of energy, Lefkowitz concluded. “ That s 
the name of the game . ”

POWs in Syria

With the Israeli-Egyptian prisoner 
of war exchange in its second day 
Israel stepped up efforts to get back 
POWs held by Syria and prepared to 
submit to Egypt a three-part plan to 
pull both armies back from the Suez 
Canal. The plan would set up a U n ­ 
controlled buffer zone on each side 
of the canal. 
It would be the second stage of a 
Middle East settlement leading to a 
peace conference in Geneva. But 
there were indications that the Arab 
world was in disarray and that both 
a proposed Arab summit conference 
and the Geneva peace conference 
might be postponed before the early 
December date mentioned earlier. 
In the POW exchange, 28 Israeli 
soldiers flew to Tel Aviv from Cairo 
to a tearful welcome from Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir and 294 
Egyptians flew from Tel Aviv to 
Cairo aboard planes chartered by 
the International Red Cross. Nine of 
the Israelis had been held since the 
1970 war of attrition along the canal. 
The evacuation of 400 wounded 
civilians from the port city of Suez 
started 
under 
the 
cease-fire 


agreement signed on Sunday by 
Israeli 
and 
Egyptian 
generals. 
Israel had blockaded the city for 
three weeks before relinquishing 
checkpoints on the Cairo-Suez road 
to U.N. troops Thursday. 
Israeli government sources told 
UPI Correspondent Joseph W. Grigg 
that 
the 
new 
Israeli 
offer 
is 
expected to be discussed next week 
by Israeli Maj Gen. Aharon Yariv 
and Egyptian Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Gemassy at Kilometer 101 on the 
Cairo-Suez road. It was reported to 
have three major parts: 
—Both sides would withdraw to 
their positions as of Oct. 5, the day 
before the war broke out. That 
meant the Egyptian 2nd and 3rd 
Armies would pull back to the 
Egyptian side of the canal and the 
Israelis would give up the 625 square 
miles of Egypt they now hold. 
—A 10 kilometer (six mile) strip 
would be set up on each side of the 
canal and be administered by the 
U N. peace-keeping troops. 
—The Egyptian 3rd Army would 
be permitted to cross back into 
Egypt unmolested but would not be 
allowed to take along its heavy 
armaments.

answers. “ Even if there’s a small 
leak, the accumulators will be 
activated (to deluge the core with 
supplemental coolant.)” 
Three important events would 
follow a guillotine-type shearing of a 
primary coolant line, Sheldon says. 
First, when the pressure of the 
primary line fell from 2,250 psi to 
somewhere near 600, accumulators 
full of boreated water at a little 
above that pressure would flood the 
core.

Battle stepped up to stop 
south coast beach nudists

County Reporter 
F’roperty owners and others staunchly 
opposed to public nudity on the beaches and 
adjacent areas of the south coast are 
stepping up their battle to have a county 
regulatory ordinance adopted next month 
by the Board of Supervisors. 


Those backing strict controls over such 
activity today claimed they have the 
endorsement of the three principal local 
agencies in the area from the Ventura 
County line west to the Santa Barbara City 
boundary backing their efforts. 


Summerland Citizens Assn. Wednesday 
night adopted a resolution calling on the 
county supervisors to enact a regulating 
ordinance. This came after the Carpinteria 
City Council and Motecito Protective and 
Improvement 
Assn. 
adopted 
similar 
resolutions earlier in the week. 


Mrs. Emmett Edwards, of Summerland, 
a prime mover in the campaign for 
regulation, said petitions also are being 
circulated calling for prohibition of public 
nudity in non-secluded areas. 


The resolutions and petitions will be 
presented to the county supervisors when 
they meet Dec. 17 ostensibly to consider a 
regulatory ordinance. 
At that time, the county counsel’s office* 
is to present a proposed ordinance, after 
conferences with the Sheriff's Department 
and the county administrative officer 
Previously, the supervisors had three 
alternate ordinances presented to them to 
consider. 
The Sheriff's Department had urged 
adoption of an ordinance forbidding nudity 
in all unincorporated public beach areas, 
with the proviso that local areas such as 
Isla Vista which wanted to set aside nude 
bathing spots be allowed to petition to have 
such areas set up Opponents would also be 
allowed to testify at the same hearings.

nudity 
have 
claimed that homosexuals and other sex 
deviates have moved into the nudie beach 
areas on the south coast, forcing out the 
sun bathers. 
The Sheriff’s Department has made a 
number of arrests this year on its own, and 
on citizen complaints.

contemporary comedy to play with only three roles and a 
single pedestrian set. But, I think, these features can 
become liabilities if the cast isn't good enough to keep the 
audience's mind off them It does get tedious to watch three 
people against a gloomy set acting out a comedy. 
The plot is simple: Harry, down and out looking, is about 
to end it all and jump off a bridge when Wilt, a school buddy 
he hasn’t seen for 15 years, recognizes and stops him (if he 
hadn’t recognized Harry, Wilt would have let him jump, 
you sense). Harry tells his pathetic story which began one 
day in a park when a dog casually raised a leg and did his 
business on his pants leg. Harry took it personally and his 
decline began. 
Then Wilt, who had been scrounging in a garbage can a 
few moments before, engages Harry in a session of 
onedownsmanship 
Soon we learn that Wilt, although 
married and successful, if miserly, is also miserable. He 
loves another woman, not his wife. 
Suddenly, Wilt gets the idea to pair Harry and Ellen, his 
wife. (Enters the third character.) Later, we find Wilt, 
unhappy with his new wife, frantically trying to reclaim his 
old one. 
“ Luv,” saying nothing profound about love, concerns the 
banal idiocies that attend love. And although many of the 
absurd incidents have been done before, they come off 
unfaded and funny The “ right” cast is necessary here. 
This cast - Howard Alexander as Harry, Sid Freidman as 
Wilt, and Virginia Sabo as Ellen - filled the bill, but not 
entirely, for this viewer Ms. Sabo as the over-educated 
woman who only wants a home and a husband with a 
newspaper under his arm was the highlight of the show 
A woman who draws charts of her marital sexual 
activities, who falls in love with a stanger on a bridge while 
she bellows out a love song, who will never forgive the 
board of education for doing its job - all this is probably in 
Ms Sabo’s determined Ellen. 
Freidman was one step below Ms. Sabo and Alexander 
was one step below him in their performances.

driven out of business, even though its

HAYWARD, Calif (U PI) 
“ The world is made for 
people in small sizes,” says 
Jim Fries, who is down 
from 587 pounds to a trim 
181. 
Now that he is a relatively 
skinny man, Fries wants the 
world to know the “ un 
jolly” truth about being fat 
“ Fat people have to be 
jolly,” he said "Everybody 
expects it. Rut jolly we are 
not It’s misery It’s lonely 
“ People never invite you 
out, or over for dinner They 
don’t know what to fix, or 
how much.” 
He 
said

is 
embarrassing, 
unpleasant 


and expensive to have to buy 
two tickets to a football 
game to be comfortable and 
to pay $18 for a shirt. 
There 
are 
very 
discouraging moments in 
your life, he said 
In a 
casino at Reno he was 
seized, frisked and had a lot 
of explaining to do for the 
FBI. “ It seems a fat man 
had robbed a bank that day. 
I didn’t know all fat men 
looked alike. Now I know 
what discrimination is all 
about.” 
Life as a fat man is over 
for him, says Jim Fries, at 
age 30.

Only about 10,000 wild and screaming folks will show 
up at Huyck Stadium for the eight o’clock game The 
coaches, players and fans of the losing team must face 
only 12 short months of frustration, irritation and 
embarassment before getting another shot at the city 
title The winners will have only one short year to savor 
the fruits of victory 
So it looks like just another ho-hum Lompoc-Cabrillo 
game tonight, generating no more local excitement than 
a 
breakdown 
in 
the 
Emergency 
Core 
Cooling 
System in your neighborhood nuclear power plant. 
Where, then, will the two teams find the motivation to 
go out and knock heads? It may help the Conqs to 
remember that a loss would leave a large, unsightly open 
space in the school trophy case The Braves can psyche 
up on the knowledge that if they lose, they may still go to 
the CIF playoffs, but only as spectators 
I/jmpoc must win to tie for the league title with the 
Santa Maria Saints, who almost assuredly will trounce 
Righetti tonight. Should Righetti pull the upset of the 
decade, the Conqs could go to CIF by beating Lompoc. 
Coaches from the two local schools report that their 
teams are ready for the eighth annual edition of the Big 
Game 


“ The reason Jim (Spruill) and 1 wanted this game last 


on the schedule,” explains Hill coach Evert Jones, ‘‘is 
the fact that we could both be 0-8 and there would still be 
a reason to practice every day. In a bad season, if you 
didn’t have this game to look forward to, the kindest 
thing to do would be to check in the suits early and go 
home.” 


Says Lompoc coach Spruill: “ We definitely get more 
excited for this game than any other. Our kids have been 
looking forward to and preparing for this game all year 
long,” 


Note that Spruill didn’t say all season long. Things like 
last year’s 45-15 Cabrillo win don’t slip from a coach’s 
memory in the off-season. 


“ We have not played as good a football game as we are 
capable playing,” says Spruill. “ But we will Friday 
night.” 


“ The playoffs is not the major incentive in our 
season,” states Jones. “ Our kids are looking forward to 
the game. ’’ 


So now we have established that both teams will be 
mentally ready for action. Let’s take a look at the 
physical side of the game. 


OFFENSE 
The Braves have a ball control offense, based on a 
steady if not ultra-spectacular running attack, and an 
extremely hard-nosed defense. 
The Conqs have dangerous Kevin Drake and the option 
play on offense, and a gambling, rugged defense. 
“ Cabrillo is a big-play-type team.” comments Spruill. 
“ They rely on Drake’s ability to run the option and to run 
the ball himself. They try to get Drake off the hook 
(break him open for a long gain).’’ 
The senior Conq QB will be the most potentially 
dangerous ballplayer on the field He’s broken runs of 76, 
66, 55, and 46 yards so far this year,and is 99 yards short 
of a Cabrillo single season total offense record (he set 
the old record of 1256 last year). 


Most of Drake’s long runs have come on intended pass 
plays where his receivers have been covered and he’s 
had to scramble. 
Or, as Spruill says, “ Their best pass is when Drake 
runs.” 
Kevin can also pass (23-for-50, 306 yards in league), 
and he’s not alone in the backfield, with guys like Tim 
Davis and Bill Chapin ready to take pitchouts. 
“ I look at the game this way .” says Jones. “ I feel like 
they’re a good defensive team, but I feel like we re going 
to move the ball. And the type of offense they run, we 
think they can run the ball on us. I don’t think the game 
will be a shutout.” 
The Braves have no consistent breakaway threat to 
match Drake, but they do own a pair of steady runner in 
fullback Ken Love and halfback Tony Grossi who have 
combined for 658 league yards so far. 


Spruill will wait until game time to announce his 
starting quarterback, Paul Lewis or Dale Skidmore. 
Lewis is more of a running threat, Skidmore the better 
ball handler. They’ll both see action. 
“ Lompoc is generally a conservative team,” Jones 
analyzes. “ They try to lull you to sleep in the secondary, 
so when they throw a play-action pass, you’re not 
ready.” 
The Lompoc passing attack will depend on the status of 
split end Scott Steffen, who was out last week with a 
back injury and may miss tonight’s game. 
“ We don’t mind throwing the ball. We re capable of 
throwing it quite well,” says Spruill. But the Braves 
have completed only 12 passes in league play, and the 
name of their game is still running. 
And defense. 
DEFENSE 
“ Do we have the best defense in the league?” Spruill 
repeats a question. “ I ’d say so, on the basis of what I ’ve 
seen, and I ’ve seen them all.” 
Jones looks at the stats and sees that Lompoc 
opponents have gotten off only 11 fewer plays than have

Schlesinger has just 
been 
in 
Europe 
seeking to patch up 
or at least smooth 
over the outbreak 
over bases that the 
United States paid 
for, maintains and 
staffs. 
But an optimistic statement about 
this latest blowup cannot conceal 
the deep-rooted friction between big 
brother, 
with 
his 
all-powerful 
nuclear 
um brella, 
and 
the 
Europeans, in their effort to achieve 
e c o n o m ic 
p r o s p e r ity 
and 
independence. 
Testimony 
before 
the 
Joint 
Atomic Energy Commission last 
April — the transcript just released 
in a highly censored version —shows 
two things: first, how little concern 
is paid to European sensitivities in 
stacking up U.S. nuclear weapons on 
European soil and, second, the way 
in which outworn assumptions 
about the use of tactical nuclear 
weapons in a prolonged war with the 
Soviet Union still prevail. 
The witness was Air Force Maj. 
Gen. Edward B. Giller, assistant 
general 
manager 
for 
National 
Security of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
He 
was 
being 
questioned about the use of nuclear 
shells 
replacing 
shells 
with 
conventional explosives deployed in 
Germany. Several thousand such 
shells are already stored and ready 
for use against advancing East 
European troops. 
An interesting bit of arithmetic is 
involved. An eight-inch conventional 
shell costs about $45 for use in a

field artillery piece. A nuclear shell 
costs $400,000. For a 155-millimeter 
weapon the conventional shell costs 
slightly more, about $55, while the 
nuclear shell adds up to $450,000. 
The field pieces have a range of 
about 10 miles. 


A 
committee 
member 
asked 
where these shells would be fired. 
The answer was in Germany, of 
couse. Have the Germans agreed? 
Well, they haven’t disagreed. This 
seemed to imply that they had not 
been asked. 
This is only one instance, and 
probably a minor one, of the way 
European sensitivities have been 
ignored or ridden over roughshod in 
building up the mountain of nuclear 
explosives 
in 
western 
Europe. 
Nuclear weapons can be fired under 
American law only when authorized 
by the President. 
While the exact volume stored in 
Europe is classified top secret, it 
constitutes the third great cache of 
the stuff of annihilation. A second, 
and perhaps the largest, is based in 
the 
United 
States 
to 
fuel 
the 
intercontinental ballistic missiles. 
The third serves the Poseidon and 
Polaris submarines, with a small 
portion at sea in aircraft based on 
carriers. 
How this stuff proliferates week 
in and week out, year after year, 
reaching a total that is today mind- 
boggling is almost lost sight of. In 
World War II 2.5 million tons of 


explosives were dropped on every 
front. That explosive force that 
worked so much destruction is l-25th 
of one percent of the explosive force 
stored in American arsenals around 
the world today. 
This was to have been the year of 
Europe. 
To 
have 
been 
really 
meaningful, the program should 
have surveyed with our European 
partners 
not 
only 
trade 
and 
economic relations but the military 
complex allowed to grow like a rank 
weed on European soil. It should 
mean, if it ever comes off, drastic 
revision of military planning for a 
long land war that would employ 
tactical nuclear weapons. 
General Giller suggested in the 
course of his testimony that the 
artillery pieces were dear to the 
Army. They wanted to get into the 
nuclear act. Everyone wanting to 
get into the act helps to explain the 
fantastic growth of the nuclear 
stockpile. 
As the nuclear morass expands, 
the task of SALT II — intended to 
put a brake on offensive weapons 
analogous to the curb on defensive 
nuclear 
m issiles, 
the 
ABMS, 
achieved under SALT I — becomes 
more difficult, if not impossible. 
The weapons screamers, one of the 
powerful lobbies in the capital, will 
do their best to block it. With the 
specialists 
who 
helped 
to 
put 
through the Salt I agreement all but 
wiped out, the line has hardened and 
the road ahead looks long and bleak.

Advice on wood 


With all of us greatly concerned 
about the energy crisis and whether 
or not we will be able to heat our 
homes properly this winter, it is 
only natural that we think of our 
fireplace. And when we think of our 
fireplace, we must think of wood. 


Most owners of fireplaces never 
give 
it 
a 
second 
thought, 
we 
imagine, as to what constitutes an 
order of wood. But there is a 
standard measure for wood and that 
is the cord. 
We are reminded 
of this by James E. 
Wiley, 
sealer 
of 
weights and mea­ 
sures for Santa Bar­ 
bara County. At this 
point, we would pro­ 
perly guess that 90 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
citizens 
of 
Santa 
Barbara County are 
surprised to know 
that 
we 
have 
a 
sealer of weights 
and measures. 


Wiley has sent us a notice this 
week pointing out that it is more 
important than ever for both buyers 


and sellers of wood to get and to give 
full value in light of the energy 
crisis. 


He explained that his office is 
receiving 
and 
investigating 
a 
number of complaints each year 
regarding shortages on wood sales, 
and 
some 
of 
them 
result 
in 
restitution made for short measure. 
“Most 
of 
our 
cases 
involve 
misunderstandings by both buyers 
and sellers, of what measurement 
and what volume constitutes a cord 
of wood,” Wiley said. “There is a 
legal definition contained in the 
California Business and Professions 
Code, which we enforce. It requires 
that wood be sold by the standard 
measure for wood, which is the 
cord. A cord contains 128 cubic feet, 
and 
the 
wood 
must be tightly 
stow ed. 
The 
m ost 
popular 
dimension of a cord is four feet by 
four feet by eight feet. " 
Wiley also said that deliveries of 
wood in excess of one-eighth cord 
must be accompanied by a bill or 
voucher certifying to the amount of 
wood sold, the name and address of 


the seller, and the date of sale. 
“With wood quoted in some areas 
as high as $70 a cord, it makes good 
sense for the customer to be certain 
that he is getting full measure for 
his money.” Wiley said. Providing 
he can multiply four feet by four 
feet by eight feet, we might add, 
while the wood is piled high on the 
delivery truck

In the public Interest by Ralph Nader 
Taking the tourists 


W ASH ING TO N- 
“ M ommy, 
what’s going on in there?”, asked 
the little girl as she waited with a 
group of tourists about to be herded 
through the Congress. That’s a good 
question and neither she nor most of 
the 1.2 million Americans who are 
guided through the U.S. Congress 
each year will get much of an 
answer. 
Instead, the tour 
guides 
emphasize 
the 
architecture 
and 
h is to r ic a l 
events 
sprinkled 
with spry advice to 
the visitors not to be 
concerned about the 
absence 
of 
most 
legislators from the 
floors of the Senate 
and 
the 
House 
because 
they 
are 
busy elsewhere. 
Organized tourism in Washington 
is big business, very mechanical and 
unimaginative. This year, about one 
out of every twenty Americans will 
visit Washington and spend a total of 
over $750 million. By 1976, the 
number of visitors is expected to 
reach 30 million. Yet this massive 
consumer industry has received 
little scrutiny by Congress, the D.C. 
government 
and 
the 
consumer 
movement. 


In 
random 
converations 
with 
tourists 
in 
Washington, 
I have 
observed 
more 
than 
the 
usual 
complaints about traffic congestion, 
confusion, 
indifference, 
price 
gouging and bad food. There is a 
widespread feeling that the capital, 
while awesome in its monuments 
and 
fam ous 
landm arks, 
is 
nevertheless cold and out of reach. 
It does not invite. It offers itself to 
be 
se e n 
u n c r itic a lly 
and 
superficially. 
Yet Washington tourists could be 
given the opportunity to learn, 
contribute, participate while having 


fun, 
relaxing 
and 
engaging 
themselves 
in 
new experiences. 
Pertinent are two of the objectives 
of the proposed, gigantic National 
Visitors Center (NVC), scheduled 
for opening in 1975: 
“To inspire the visitor with an 
appreciation of his Government, 
including the role he himself must 
play as a responsible citizen... and 
to 
bring 
about 
a 
c le a r e r 
understanding of the organization 
and 
operation 
of 
the 
Federal 
Government.” 
It is not at all clear how the NVC 
is going to advance these loftier 
objectives along with 
its more 
routine mission of providing aid and 
information to travelers. In fact 
there is little that is clear about 
Washington, D.C. tourist policies 
and plans in general. 


Remarkably enough, the District 
of Columbia has no Department of 
Tourism. This job is pretty much 
delegated to the Washington Area 
Convention and Visitors Bureau, a 
private 
business 
group 
that 
prom otes 
tourism . 
Congress 
provides about 40 percent of its 
funding, with the remaining budget 
coming from business firms in the 
metropolitan area. 


Although the Visitors Bureau is 
keenly 
interested 
and 
deeply 
involved in the planning of the 
federal 
government’s 
National 
Visitor Center, inquirers receive 
virtually no details from either 
organization about the nature of this 
“partnership.” 


The abdication of both the D.C. 
government and the Congress from 
the development of a serious and 
diverse tourist policy that focuses 
on 
the 
quality 
of 
visitors’ 
experiences is plain enough. 


The alternative would be a tourist 
policy 
which 
gives 
visitors 
a 
diversity of choices and personal 


involvements that can enrich our 
democracy and citizen awareness 
immensely. Given such 
daily in­ 
formation and adversity,millions of 
tourists and their children might 
wish to avoid the plastic, packaged 
tours with the memorized guides 
and 
strike 
out 
on 
their 
own 
initiatives. 


For example, visitors may wish to 
drop 
in 
on 
Congressional 
or 
regulatory agency hearings dealing 
with 
subjects 
close 
to 
their 
occupations or civic interests back 
home. They may wish to participate 
in 
such 
hearings, 
question 
government officials in their offices 
or tell them about the problems in 
their regional offices. They may 
wish to give support to one or more 
of 
the 
hundreds 
of 
national 
organizations espousing causes with 
whom 
they 
have 
been 
in 
communication. 


But for these and many other 
p ossible 
p articipations, 
the 
Washington visitor can find little or 
no daily calendar. If an activity is 
not 
commercially 
organized 
to 
attract tourists, 
it is most likely 
lost to these millions of Americans. 
And it is most certainly bypassed by 
th e 
W a s h i n g t o n 
t o u r i s t 
establishment which views tourists 
as people spending money rather 
than spending time. 


Congress and consumer advocates 
should begin to think deeply about 
the broader horizons of creative 
tourism. Narrow stereotypes need 
be replaced with an awareness of 
the mutual stimulation that can 
occur when 20 million Americans 
pass through their nation’s capital 
every year. The place to start is 
with a hearing before a responsive 
Congressional 
Committee — 
possibly 
the 
Senate 
Commerce 
Committee 
led 
by 
Senator 
Magnuson. Send him your ideas.
